Illustrations and Screenshots in This Manual 
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Notes on Cell Phone Use 


The cell phone always emits weak radio waves when power 
is on. 

Use the cell phone in an enjoyable and safe manner without 
forgetting to be considerate of others around you. 

• Use of cell phones is not allowed in some places. 

• Do not use the cell phone while you are driving. Doing 
so is both dangerous and prohibited by law. 

• Using a cell phone in an aircraft is prohibited by law. 

Set Airplane Mode to ON and turn the cell phone 
power off. 

• Radio waves from cell phones may interfere with 
medical electrical equipment. 

• Some people close to you in crowded places such 
as packed trains may be using a cardiac pacemaker. 
Turn the cell phone off in such places. 

• Abide by the rules of hospitals and other medical 
institutions where it is forbidden to use or carry cell 
phones. 

• Be considerate of where you use the cell phone and 
how loudly you talk. 

• Do not make calls in theaters, museums, libraries, and 
other similar places. Turn power off or turn on manner 
mode not to disturb others around you by ring tones. 

• Do not use the cell phone on a street where you might 
interrupt the flow of pedestrians. 

• Move to areas where you will not inconvenience others 
on trains or in hotel lobbies. 


Notes on oell Phone Use 
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• Refrain from talking in a loud voice. 

• Obtain the permission of other people before you take 
their photos with the cell phone’s camera. 

• Do not record information with the cell phone’s camera 
in bookstores and other locations where taking photos 
is not permitted. 


Qp Not Use the Cell Phone While Driving! 

Turn off your cell phone or put it in Drive Mode while 
driving. 

Do not use the cell phone while driving a car/motorcycle 
or riding a bicycle. It may result in a traffic accident. Using 
a cell phone while driving is prohibited by law. Using a 
cell phone while riding a bicycle may also be punishable 
by law.

Drive Mode 

In Drive Mode, a Japanese message meaning Tm 
driving now, so I can’t answer your call." is played 
when a call is received, and asks the caller to leave a 
message on the answer memo. 

When the standby screen is displayed, press ® ， use 
@ to select TOOLS ， and press ® (Select). Then use 
©to select Manner Mode and press ® (Select). Then 
use O to select Drive, and press ® (Set). 














Solar Cham in cuCaii abilitv _ 

The SH007 has an embedded solar panel that can 
use sunlight to charge the battery pack. Unlike solar 
calculators, the SH007 solar panel obtains energy from 
sunlight only. Artificial light cannot be used to charge the 
battery pack. 

• The solar charging is not available in extreme hot or 
cold, or when the remaining battery level is over 80%. 

• The performance of solar charging will vary depending 
on factors such as the environment (season, weather, 
region, direction and height of the sun, etc.), the signal 
strength where you are using the SH007, and your 
settings. 

• For optimum performance, keep the solar panel 
perpendicular to the sun’s rays. In addition, charging 
is not possible if sunlight passes through an object 
that filters sunlight (such as sunscreen glass) before 
reaching the solar panel. 

• Do not leave your SH007 as a solar charger in a car 
with all the windows and doors closed. In such a 
place, the temperature is likely to rise to an extremely 
high level as a result of the sunlight, which may cause 
the SH 日日 7 to overheat, ignite, deform, or malfunction. 

• Never use a light-concentrator (such as a mirror or 
magnifying lens) on your SHOOZ's solar panel. Doing 
so may overheat the SH007 and result in a fire or 
malfunction. Using a high-heat generating lamp (such 
as a halogen lamp or an infrared heat lamp) should 
also be avoided. 


• For your safety, the SH007 adopts an overheat 
detection system that plays a warning tone and 
displays an indicator on the screen. If the SH007 
indicates that it is overheating, follow the on-screen 
instructions and be careful to not burn yourself. 

If overheating persists, the SH 日日 7 will turn off 
automatically. 

Disaster Message Board Service 


When a large scale disaster occurs, you can register 
your safety information from EZweb. The registered 
information can be referred from anywhere in Japan from 
EZweb or Internet. 

• When a large scale disaster occurs, 
from an au phone, you can register 
your safety information (i.e. your 
condition and comments) to the 災害 
用に頁板 (Disaster Message Board) 
created on the EZweb. 

• After registration of your safety 
information, e-mail is sent to your family 
or acquaintances you have previously 
designated to notify that your safety 
information has been uploaded to 
the 災害用伝言板 (Disaster Message 
Board).

The SH007 complies with IPX5*^ and IPXZ*^ water 

protection standards (J に C 0920). 

*1 IPX5 compliant means that this cell phone continues 
to function as a phone after being subjected to a 
water jet (approximately 12.5 liters/min.) discharged 
from a nozzle (inner diameter: 6.3 mm), from all 
directions (approximately three meters from the cell 
phone) for three minutes or more. 

*2 IPX7 compliant means that this cell phone 
continues to function as a phone and no water 
seeps inside after being gently lowered into a tank 
filled with still tap water (at normal temperature) to 
the depth of one meter, and immersed at the bottom 
for approximately 30 minutes. 

• The SH 日日 7 is resistant to fresh or tap water at normal 
temperature (5°C - 35°C) only. 

• The SH 日日 7 is resistant to water when the external 
connection jack cover and battery pack cover are 
closed firmly.

■ Removing the Battery Pack 

吟 Move the lock slider in the direction of the arrow. 

吟 Remove the battery pack cover by hooking 
a fingertip (nail) on the concave portion and 
lifting it up in the direction of the arrow. 

吟 Remove the battery pack by pulling up on the 
PULL tab. 




■ Attaching the Battery Pack 

吟 With the PULL tab of the battery pack facing 
up, align the contacts on the battery pack with 
those of the cell phone and then insert the 
battery pack securely. 

吟 Insert the tab of the battery pack cover into the 
groove of the cell phone (①)， and then close 
the battery pack cover properly (⑥) . 

吟 Press along the edges of the battery pack 
cover in the direction of the arrows to make 


sure that there is no gap between the cover 
and the cell phone. 

吟 Move the lock slider to the "LOCK" position in 
the direction of the arrow. 



• When removing the battery pack, always pull up on 
the PULL tab. Doing otherwise may result in damage 
to the contacts. 

• When removing the battery pack, turn the cell phone 
power off. 

• Before attaching the battery pack, make sure that the 
au に - Card is inserted. 

• When attaching the battery pack, make sure that the 
battery pack cover is closed properly so that it does 
not open so as to maintain water resistance. 

• Failure to follow the correct procedure when removing 
or attaching the battery pack may result in damage to 
the battery pack or the battery pack cover.

The battery pack is not fully charged at the time of purchase. 
Be sure to charge the battery pack before using the cell 
phone for the first time. 

• An AC adapter is not included with your cell phone. 
Purchase a specified AC adapter (sold separately). 



吟 Connect a specified AC adapter to the cell 
phone with the battery pack attached. 

• Insert your fingernail into the groove of the external 
connection jack cover and open the cover. Check the 
shape of the connector of the AC adapter, and plug it 
straight into the external connection jack. 

吟 Unfold the power plug of the AC adapter and 
plug it into a 100 V AC power outlet. 
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吟 Confirm that the incoming/charge indicator 
lights. 

• Charging: The incoming/charge indicator lights. 

• Charging finished: The incoming/charge indicator 
goes out. 

• Be sure to close the cover of the external connection 
jack when charging is Tinished. 

• Do not pull or twist the cover of the external 
connection jack forcibly. 

• Be sure to use the common AC adapter 02 (sold 
separately) when charging overseas. 

• You can also use the SH007’s solar panel to recharge 
the battery pack (page 3).

■ What is a One-ring Call? 

A one-ring call is a call from an unknown caller that only 
rings once, causing it to be stored in the incoming history. 
One-ring calls are often used to get you to return the call, 
which will connect you to a dating service or some other 
service that charges you at high rates. 

■ One-ring Indicator
